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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Mr. Victor Cardona on January 27, 2010. 

The application has been amended as follows: claim 1, line 15, the expression ", from a 
lateral flange of the housing," has been change to - on a lateral flange of the housing--. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claim 1 is allowable 
for setting forth a dispensing device comprising a format selector device and a set of pinions, 
wherein the pinions mesh with one another in a small-format position and some pinions of the 
pinions are disengaged over a drum revolution in a large-format position due to an action of the 
format selector device, wherein the format selector is positioned on a flange of a housing of the 
dispensing device, has two fixed stops spaced apart and arranged on the flange, and comprises an 
operating lever for displacing axially a pusher member which causes some pinions disengaging 
from the set of pinions in the large-format position. 

For example. Granger (2004/0188486) teaches a dispensing device comprising a format 
selector (10.1) and a set of pinions (12, 19, 20, 21, 45). Granger, however, does not teach the 
format selector device is positioned on a flange of a housing of the dispensing device, has two 
fixed stops spaced apart and arranged on the flange, and comprises an operating lever for 
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displacing axially a pusher member which causes some pinions disengaging from the set of 
pinions in the large-format position.
